The hat frames the _ face—or 
should, and it deepens the color 
of the eyes and makes them ap- 
pear larger, or it broadens oar 
lengthens the face itself.

Certain precautions can be taken 
without any trouble to the pur- 
ehaser, and they should not be dis- 
regarded.

This is 
necessary, not only for color, but 
for the neck arrangement of the

Hats Are A Part Of The Silhouette 


The general silhouette should be 
xonsidered in the svlection of @ 
hat. The three-way, full-length 
mirror is, therefore, imperative. 
The hat may not be too broad or 
too narrow, too low or too high 
for the general outline that has 
been chosen. If this rule were 
painstakingly obeyed, we would 
have less out-of-proportion crowns 
and brims to completely ruin an 
atherwise symmetrica! ensemble, 

The front, the back and the sides 
ghould all come in for careful in- 
epection, for—there are people all 
ground us. not merely in front of 
us.
